ment in the last strike would end 
Nov. 20. 

The argument over the right of 
the court to try Mr. Lewis for con- 
tempt occupied the entire court 
day and adjournment was taken un- 
til Friday,

Unemployment Grows 

Meanwhile this Thanksgiving day 
was marked by a rising tide of un- 
employment, affecting an estimated 
90,000, and by dimouts which dark- 
ened cities in more than a score 
of states.

Egyptian Premier Defends 
Revised Pact with Britain 


CAIRO, (AP) — Premier Ismail 
Gidky Pasha, in a letter to the 
Arabie language newspaper Al 
Ahram, warmly defended Thursday 
the revised treaty with Britain 
which his government’ is expected 
to sign shortly despite popular 
demonstrations against its terms. 

Premier Sidky Pasha, declared 
that the 33-month-period which 
the treaty would allow British troops 
for withdrawal from Egypt was 
based on Britain's insistence that 
this period was needed to build 
bases elsewhere. 

He said Egyptian military ex- 
perts had suggested themselves that 
at least two years should be al- 
lowed for the evacuation. 

The premier denied his critics’ 
contention that the treaty clause 
providing for establishment of a 
joint defence committee would give 
Britain an excuse to reoccupy the 
country. 

The Egyptian government Wed- 
nesday night shut down the univers- 
ities at Cairo and Alexandria, as 
well ag three secondary schools in 
Cairo, after five days of student 
riots in protest against the proposed 
treaty. 

Police sources said three students 
had been killed and a policeman 
fatally injured during the dis- 
orders,

LONDON, (CP)— An industrial 
organization bill is expected to be 
give parliamentary priority, it was 
learned Thursday. The bill would 
give the government power to con- 
trol British industries not scheduled 
for immediate nationalization. 

The legislation was forecast in the 
speech from the throne which said 
{reports had been received from 
“working parties” examining the 
organization of importarit industries, 
| and parliament would be asked “to 
approve the legislation to enable an 
effect to be given to their recom- 
| mendations.” The industries 
clude cotton, hosiery, boots and 
shoes, pottery and furniture.

U. S. Could Say 
Has No A-Bombs 


WASHINGTON, (AP)— The 
| United States presumably could re- 
port truthfully to Russia or the 
United Nations it hasn’t any atom 
bombs. 

The Russian proposal at the U.N. 
assembly that information on mili- 
tary strength of the powers also in- 
clude information on atomic wea- 
pons raised an interesting point: 

There is every reason to believe 
the United States has no stockpile 
of completed atom bombs, 

Uniess the system as it existed 
until July has been changed, the 
government's atom bomb manufac- 
turine department has on hand only 
the components for making bombs 
|—the nuclear fissionable metallic 
parts which when brought together 
produce atomic explosion, the trig- 
ger mechanism for bringing them 
together, and the casings for the 
bombs. 

So far as is known, the, bombs are 
| not assembled and then stored in 
some super-secret, heavily-garri- 
soned sot. 

The reasons for this are several, 
including both personnel safety and 
security of the bomb’s secret. 

To store a bomb, even withoul 

the trigger mechanism, could be 
| highiy hazardous. An explosion of 
one atom bomb, with its accompany- 
ing radio-activity, could be far more 
disastrous than the explosion of an 
ordinary ammunition dump, 

That atomic bombs are not kept 
ready for instant use was demon- 
strated in the use of those so ‘iar 
exploded. The two bombs dropped 
on Japan were assembled at the air 
base from which the carrying planes 
took off.

| sembled near the scene,

NANKING, (AP)— Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek presented his na- 
tional assembly a draft constitution 
for representative self-government 
Thursday and in an emotion-packed 
speevh told his countrymen he con- 
sidered his political career at an 
end, 

The full impact of his words was 
not immediately clear, but some 
obscrvers felt Gen, Chiang, now 60, 
| was ready to retire as president of 
the national government, a position 
which carries command of China's 
ground, sea and air forces. 

China was virtually split asunder 
by civil war as he spoke. The Chin- 
ese Communists refused to attend 
the national assembly as it was set 
Lup and angrily withdrew their chief 


ing went on in North China and 
Manchuria. 
No More Ambitions 

“T am 60 years old now,” he said. 
"In the past 20 years, since Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen’s death, I have been en- 
trusted with the responsibilities of 
government.” 

“Now that the national assembly 
has taken over, I have no more pol- 
itical ambition.” 

There was no immediate indica- 
tion whether his statement meant 
| he would divest himself of his vast 
| powers. 

The new constitution, Gen, Chiang 
told the assembly, provided for a 
presidential system of government, 
with extensive powers entrusted to 
the chief executive. 

Danger of Totalitarianism 

He declared there would be a 
danger of totalitarianism if the pre- 
| sident did not know how to limit 
his powers, and added: 

“The Chinese people must be edu- 
cated in the science of government, 
sinve they have not had any ex- 
perience in self-government.” 

The generalissimo’s 20-minute 
addiess, perhaps one of the most 
significant of his career, was liber- 
ally punctuated by applause. He 
spoke with dramatic force, particu- 
‘larly in referring to the sacrifices 
of the revolutionaries two decades 
ago. At times he faltered with emo- 
tion. 

“This presentation marks the end 
of responsibility of the national 
government and the beginning 2! 
government by the people,” he said.

TEHERAN, (AP)—The Azerbaijan |

| provincial government, 
on the verge of re-asserting its in- 
dependence, was reported Thursday 
|to be erecting fortifications in the 
path of Iranian government troops 
dispatched from Teheran to super- 
vise elections in that northern state. 

The Teheran newspaper Etelaat 
reported Azerbaijan forces were 
hastily building defence works near 
the Azerbaijan frontier about 65 
| miles north of Zanjan, from which 
Iranian troops were said to be ad- 
vancing. 

The reports followed a broadcast 
from Tabriz, Azerbaijan capital, de- 
claring the troop movement had 
violated agreements between the 
provincial and central governments 
and that Azerbaijan now considered 
these agreements “nil and cancelled.” 

Premier Ahmed Qavam announced 
last week central goverdnment troops 
would be sent to Azerbaijan, as 
everywhere else in Iran, to maintain 
order during the national elections 
| beginning Dec, 7, 

Subsequently, government troops 
moved into Zenjan which, he de- 


clared, Azerbaijan forces failed to} 


evacuate despite promises to do so. 

Azerbaijan proclaimed its inde- 
pendence of the central government 
a@ year ago, but after prolonged ne- 
gotiations which gave the province 
a measure of home-rule agreed to 
recognize the authority of Teheran.

Ask Higher Prices 
Dairy Products 


OTTAWA, (CP)—A_ delegation 
representing Canadian dairy farm- 
ers met the federal cabinet Thurs- 
day and presented a brief asking 
increases in the price of butterfat, 
cheese and concentrated milk 
products, 

The brief was presented by H.H 
Hannam, president of the Canadian 

| Federation of Agriculture, and R 
H. M. Bailey, Edmonton, president 
of the Dairy Farmers of Canada. 

The brief said the delegation asked 
for the interview “because of the 
serious and very unsatisfactory 
situation which prevails in the dairy 

| industry.” 
| Tt continued: 
| ‘I, ariges fundamentally because

of the need for maintaining a proper | 


balance between farm costs and 
farm prices; between prices of dairy 
products and prices of other farm 
products; and also between prives 
in the four branches of the dairy 
industry itself, mamely, butter, 
cheese, concentrated products and 
fluid milk. 

“The crux of the situation 1s 
that prices being paid for milk 
going into butter, cheese and con- 
centzated milk products are too low 
on any basis of comparison that 
may be made with prices for other 
farm products, or for milk gving 
into the fluid milk trade, as well 
as in comparison with costs of pro- 
duction which have been rising 
steadily since the first of the year.”

OTTAWA. — Producers of butter, 
cheese and concentrated milk feel 
that the prices of their products are 
far out of ‘line with other farm 
prices and with the price of fluid 
milk, and that this explains a dis- 
turbing downward trend in dairy 
production.

Canada Lifting 
 [moort Limits 


OTTAWA, (CP)—Nineteen war- 
time and post-war orders-in-coun- 
cil limiting imports into Canada 
have been cleaned off the statute 
books at a single move, and the 
list of restricted articles has been 
boiled down to one order, it was 
disclosed Thursday. 

However, the repeal action of the 
cabinet will have no major effect 
on imports since it merely removes 


from the restricted list a number | 


of commodities which already were 
being admitted freely under indi- 
vidual orders or for which general 
import permits were being granted. 

“What is amounts to,” sald an of- 
ficial of the trade department, “is 
the clearing off of a lot of dead- 
wood in the legislation. The ar- 
ticles now formally taken off the 
list had been entering without re- 
striction.” 

The consolidated legislation 
shows that the only articles still 
requiring import permits are cer- 
tain foodstuffs, textiles and rub- 
ber, both natural and synthetic in 
the crude state. 

All limitations in metals, machin- 
ery and a wide variety of other 
articles have been taken off alto- 


gether. 
The only textile still under im- 
port permit is cotton, and the 


ban applies only to finished goods 
made wholly or chiefly of this 
material. 

Chief among the foods remaining 
under permit are canned meats, 
cocoa, tea, coffee, some fresh fruits 
and vegetables, a few spices, honey, 
sugar, candy, grapefruit juice, 
syrups containing sugar and can- 
ned fish of all kinds. 

However, it was announced re- 
cently that for several varieties of 
canned fish, import licenses are be- 
ing granted freely on application.

War Goods Sold 
To Foreign Lands 


By Richard Sanburn 

OTTAWA, — Canada’s enormous 
flood of war-produced goods is now 
turning up in good-sized puddles 
all over the world, 

Hints as to where a lot of this 
dominion’s war production is end- 
ing its days are contained in the 
second annual report of War Assets 
Corporation, It lists thousands of 
sales, most of them in Canada, but 
many abroad. 

Red Cross organizations in many 
countries have been eager buyers 
of clothing, particularly. for ex- 
ample, girls and women in France 
have received nearly 6.000 C.W.A.C. 
uniforms and 2.2000 greatcoats. 
Clothe Many Lands 
Russian Red Cross has 
bought up at least 40,000 of those 
army “walking out” uniforms issued 
to other ranks during the war. Can- 
adian soldiers won't miss them. 
They despised the things anyway. 

Yugoslavia, Greece, Holland, Bel-

gium and Luxembourg have pur- 
chased large quantities of battle- 
dress, army greatcoats, trousers, 
battle jackets, oilskins, khaki drill 
trousers, boots and shoes. Army and 
air force “suits” and greatcoats 


loom large in the purchases, but no 
navy uniforms are listed. 

Hospital equipment, ambulances, 
medical supplies have gone to 
France and other European count- 
ries. Shirts, sweaters, hats and 
mitts manufactured for Canadian 
fighting men and women have gone 
to a dozen wartorn countries, 

Thousands of Trucks 


Of considerable interest is the 
disposition of Canadian trucks 
manufactured for war use. Thous- 


ands have been disposed of abroad. 

In a single order, War Assets sold 
more than $5,000,000 worth of motor 
vehicles to UNRRA in Holland 
Venezuela bought nearly 1500 
three-ton Dodge trucks. Another 
942 three-ton Dodge and General 
Motors trucks were purchased by 
the Canadian export board for 
UNRRA, and sent to China, Another 
1,500 were purchased by the Can- 
adian export board, but the destin- 
ation is not listed. 

In one line of the bulky report 
is the last curt word on the tragedy 
of a gallant Canadian fighting ship, 
H.M.C. Skeena, which went 
aground near Reykjavik, Iceland, 
during the war. She was sold to the 
British admiralty for $5,980.50, for 
scrap.

W. H. Cook, director of the 
division of applied biology said 
there is proof both machines had 
manufactured butter that met 
German standards but which would 
not be approved in Canada, But- 
ter-makers here were not per- 
mitted to manufacure butter with 
a 20 percent water content 

“The composition of the butter 
from both machines is: water, 20 
percent; non-fat solids, 1.5-2 per- 
cent; and butter fat, 78-79 per- 
cent. 


“The production of butter to meet 
Canadian standards of moisture 
and fat content and domestic salt 
requirements with these machines 
would demand some modifications 
in the processes, if not in the | 
machines themselves.”

Made enough that western 
farmers who sold wheat during the market- 
ing year are to receive ten cents per bushel 
on their producer certificates. This will put 
something more than $23,000,000 extra dol- 
lars in the pockets of the growers. It will 
raise to $125,000,000 the sum they have re- 
ceived in the last two and a half years as de- 
ferred payment on wheat sold between 1940 | 
and 1945, : 

Whether this will put the growers in 
better position than they would be if they 
had been selling during these years under the 
pre-war open market method is an intri- 
cate calculation, which only experts are 
qualified to make. What is clear is that the 
Wheat Board has suceeded in making a 
very large over-all profit during the period, 
all of which has been and is being passed 
back to the producers of the grain. 

There is also the consideration that 
some growers may have found the deferred 
payment system an advantage in itself, for 
the same reason that some wage-earners 
are better off because they were required to 
make compulsory savings in wartime which 
will come back to them as the “refundable 
income taxes’ are returned, 


Indoctrinating Children

The Road Ahead 


There seems to be widespread 
misunderstanding of the new reg- 
ulations which have broadened the 
scope of the War Veterans Allow- 
ance Act. These regulations have 
had*the effect of removing, to a 
great extent, the “means test” 
which formerly was rigidly en- 
forced when application has been 
made for assistance under the ‘ct. 
As it now stands the act applies 
to veterans of World War I who 
saw service in an actual theatre 
of operations, and those men 
who have seen service in beth 
wars, and to widows of these men 

The basic allowance is now 
at $365 per year for a single man 
or widow and $730 per year for a 
married man, Extra allowances 
are also provided for those who 
have dependent children. This pay- 
ment works out to only a few cents 
a month more than the old age 
pension, But due to the fact that 
the government has accepted the 
winciple that service has “pre- 
ied” many veterans, it is now pay- 
ible to veterans who quetify on
